Organ- 
ized labor has been censured becaute 
they would not allow men to go to work 
for those operators who paid the wages 
asked. I will tell you why they would 
not. It was a plain business proposi- 
tion. In Illinois, for instance, there 
are 1,07'2 coal mines, taking out 170,- 
030,000 tons and employing 20,000 men. 
Out of these, GO mines running full force 
can take out as much coal as the 1,072 
but will only employ 10,000 men. 
This 


means that 10,000 meu would be left un- 
employed and over a thousand mines 
paralyzed. We all make mistakes and 
so may labor organizations make mis- 
takes. When I was in your city before 
I made a desperate fight on the churches, 
as some of yoii will remember. A work- 
ingmau could not go into one of them 
without being insulted. 
But I now

workingmen can go and ought to go.
